GOVERNMENT AND SUBSIDIARY 
COINAGE, 


:TO THR EDITOR-OF THE “DAILY press.” 


Sin—Whon F lust addressed you on Chis 
subject I expressed a desire to learn what 
objection: the Government Lad to prohibiting 
the circulation of Chinone subsidiary coins in 
this Culuny. ‘Tho correapsndence laid bafore 
tho Legislative Council ou Tuosday fursishes 
this information. Che Govern ment. has informed 
tho Sverstary of Stito for tho Colonies tliat 
though Chinese coins are not lyrul tender in the 
Colony, yet to make it punishable by law to 
possess such coius or ta offar and accept pay- 
ments intnch coins would not only fill the gaoly 
of the Colony, but would at the same tims “deala 
serious, ifnot mortal, blow to tho largo trafile gud 
petty trade which gocs on botiweny Hongkong 
and Canton.” ‘Therefore, “ for currency. pur- 
posts, HHongkong is, and must remiin, an 
integral part of the Chinese Em pire.” 
Notwithstanding this expression of opinion - 
the Goverment has rocan'ly warnel the public 
agwinst accepting Chinese coins at more than 
their proper value, ten Chineso ten-eont, Pievas 
hing worth, according to {ha oficial noti. 
cation, ally about 8! cmts of the Moxican 
dollar.” If the public would, or could, adopt, 
this policy, it would yi rtuplly moan prohibition, 
“Though uawilling ‘to prohibit. Chinose coims

By ton o'clock wo had pnotered thy vast soli- 
fades o£ tho dusert, ond the torrid: utmosphere 
scemed to burn our faves. 3 

The sand dunes and patches of slony- ground 
compelled us to proceed cautiondy, oad) this

Our road un tolated over sini, easy bills, dare 
af herbage and burnt by the sun, or dipped 
into-walleys which must at one tine have been 
salt lakes, as the reridue of the evaporated water 
atill whitens the ground. 

We pas od ntmerons caravitas at rest, as thoy 
only travel during the aight Their (racks are 
marked out by (he bones of camels, whose fesh 
has been wasted away by Ube all-dovouring sun. 

At tho cntrance to the desert are mag, 
strange heaps of stones, crowned with tho skulls 
of oxen. Thess are Mongolian 'ebo,” primitive 
altace, to which (he caravans resort for prayer 
before committing, themselves (o the risks of 
tho desert journey, 

From afar (bese “obec,” porched upon hil- 
locks, look like men. We thought, indeod, that 
wo should fiud crowds of human beings, but as 
soon as we got near to these collections of

It was at four o'el ck that wo reached Udde, 
and we wore 9 yfully received by the Chinose 
telegrapbist, who offers us hospitality.

Thia morning, at the moment of departure, 
Prince Borghese proposed Pong-Kiopg as our 
reudezroua, The Itula car left.a good deal.

Svon we were able lo reach a speed of somo- 
thing over thirty miles an hour, and we arrived 
at Pong-Kiong at midday, : . 

It. was an intoxicating journey over the thick 
grass, and along trecka beaten by the feat of 
thousands of camels, across dry prairies, zig- 
zaggiug through ground now covered with bush, 
now sandy, and with the infinite vista of tele- 
graph poles which point the way to civilisation, 
which seem, indoed, to join us to civilisation, 

Through these green solitudes of Asis, which 
were never traversed at such speed, not even by 
Mongolian horsemen st their furious gallop, 
the ramble cf the motor penetrates afar into 
tho erystalline air. ; 

From tho scattered Mongolian “ gurte,” 
round, like small pagodas, deposited on tho 
grars, we soo the inbubitants iasno, drossed in 
their long cloaks, which somewhat resemble. the 
habiliments of the Tnrcomans.’

One. programme is ouly a quarter ended, but 
we already have aeen ouongh {o convince ur 
that tho © Kaiseratadt.” is a fountain at which 
the siudent of civic government cannot fail to 
drink rich knowledge, Our keenest improssion, 
T think, has heen tho astounding nowncrs of 
Bertin, Everything ix, or sooms to be, of 
yesterday. Porlaps it is the supremo universal 
cleanliness which induces this irapression, buat 
cortainty neither London nor Paris can compare 
with Berlin for up-ta-dateness of arohilactural 
splendcur, radiant freshuess, and modern com- 
plotencas, 

Kindly intimations reached us that our orlin 
programme would entail physical wearand tearol 
revlly alarming proportions, As we neared our 
destination my foresight in bringing along my 
privato physician, Dr Heiley, became a matter 
of gaheral envy among our merry port. Yet 
our first day bas been made easy and doligtful 
in every respect, und I dnjoyed this afternoon 
in the royal suite of the Hotel Bristol, where

building, whose favade resembles some Venetian 
Renaissance palace. We wore treated lv some 
remarkably fine swimming exarcices. Thence 
we dr.ve to a “real-gymnasium,” or higher 
youths’ séboo!, where the arrangemoaots for 
pbysical culture were particularly xtlractive. 
Et is plain that the German theory of education 
provides simultaneously for the training of the
